The following patch will allow the user to change the number of read/write 
retries made when accessing the hard disk. The controller will make a 
number of accesses equal to 16 times the digit in the first byte of the 
patch before rendering a sector unaccessible. The second byte of the patch 
relates to the number of attempts the controller will make to verify read 
after write. 

At TRSDOS Ready, apply the following patch. 

PATCH SYSRES/SYS R=20 B=16 F=0101 C=0303 

NOTE: The system must be rebooted to effect the change.
